Applicants filed a response to Restriction Requirement on January 23, 2003 pointing out 
that the Restriction Requirement did not address pending claims 71-94. In a phone conference 
with the Examiner in April 2003, Applicants and the Examiner discussed the status of the claims. 
The Examiner pointed out that claims 1-44 were still pending in the application and had never 
been cancelled. Applicants respectfully disagree and assert that a preliminary amendment filed 
with the appHcation on August 28, 2001 clearly set forth that only claims 71-94 were presented 
with the present 'application (this amendment was not acknowledged by the Examiner in the 
Restriction Requirement). This amendment makes clear that the present application is a 
divisional application derived firom an q>pUcation in which claims 45-123 were originally filed 
and in which claims 45-70 were pursued. The present application is a proper fihng of a 
divisional application that pursues claims 71-94 from this earlier case. While Applicants do not 
believe that claims 1-44 are pending in the present application. Applicants authorize the 
cancellation of claims 1-44* 

Claims 71-94 remain pending in the application and are not under restriction. 
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
